Claims 27, 28, 30 and 31 read on the elected species. 
Claims 1-26 and 29 are withdrawn. 

No prior art was found for the elected species and therefore all claims of group I 
were examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12, 25, 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 show F moiety -HS-C0-CH3. However the valence of a S atom Is 2. 
Therefore -HS-should comprise a charge or H should be removed. 
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Claims 27^30, and 37 are allowed.
